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WORKMEN RESTING. 


-The Strikers Display no Sig ns ofj 
Resuming Work. 


*1 he Men Still Refuse to Talk About 
the Trouble. 


The Situation Very Ouiet Throu g h­ 
out the Southwest. 


Scores of Small Strikes at Various 
Places Reported. 


Tim present strike among the Missouri 
.Pacific omploj'es is remarkable for the lack 
of excitement that has attended it from its 
inauguration to the present time. 
One might 
walk from the Union depot to the state line a 
dozen times a day without hearing the word 
"strike’ spoken. 
Even the men employed in 
other railroad yards, who are naturally in 
sympathy with the strikers, scarcely refer to 
the trouble. 
If approached by a stranger and 
asked concerning the 
situation they an­ 
swer, 
“ I 
don't 
know 
anything 
about 
it,” 
aud 
that 
ends 
the 
conversa­ 
tion. 
The 
strikers 
purposely 
keep 
silent in regard to their action and to all ap­ 
pearances are utterly indifferent as to the 
outcome. 
It is safe to persume, howover, 
that this indifference does not extend beyonel 
the outward bearing of the men as they are, 
in reality, anxious to bring the company to 
terms and declare they will not return to 
work until this has been accomplished. There 
is no doubt, however, that the men engaged 
in the strike in this city feel less enthusiastic 
over the death-like stillness that, hangs over 
the company’s yards, than they would if the 
trouble had originated nearer home. 
Then, 
too, mauy of them claim that they do not 
know why they struck, but received orders to 
quit work and obeyed them, and this igno­ 
rance naturally has a dampening effect upon 
the enthusiasm. 
A cold wind swept the yards, this morning, 
and but few persons could be seen about the 
motionless trains. 
A passenger engine was 
stationed near the depot and this wan about 
the only sign of life visible in the yards. 
“ What is the situation?” was asked of a 
young man who is a member o! the Knights 
of Labor. 
“ There is no change that I can observe,” 
he replied. 
“ The men are still out and that 
is about all that can bo said. 
Some of them 
are at Cypress yards and others are at home. 
When the order to resume work is received 
the men will be notified and will at once go 
back to their old places. ” 
The scene at Cypress yards was not es­ 
pecially stirrin", as only a few of the strikers 
were visible. 
Occasionally a column of 
smoke would shoot above the company’s 
buildings, thus showing that some of the en­ 
gines still have steam up and are ready to 
wtart the loaded trains on their journey the in­ 
stant the strike is declared at an end. 
The rumors of intended strikes among the 
employes of other lines, notably the Wabash, 
Hannibal and Union Pacific, have thus far 
proved unfounded. 
The men employed by 
ihe three roads mentioned, appear to be per­ 
fectly satisfied and declare that they have no 
idea of quitting work. 
Of course they will 
quit if ordered to do so by the executive com­ 
mittee of the Knights of Labor, but they are 
not expecting to receive such orders. 
“ The strikers have usually had my sympa­ 
thy,” said an officer of the road to a S t ar re­ 
porter, to-day, “ but in this instance they have 
not. 
I don't see what object they have in 
striking. 
I have asked a number to give me 
their reasons for quitting us without a min­ 
ute’s warning, but they have been unable to 
do so. 
I suppose the company can do noth­ 
ing but fight it out, but I don’t see how it can 
afford to lose so much money. ” 


Last N igh t’s D evelopm ents. 
S t . L o u is, March 9 .—L ast night there 
was little new in the strike situation along 
the Gould lines. 
Generally everything was 
quiet, although the strike of the Bridge Sc 
Tunnel men caused something of a sensation. 
At Holden the bridgemen and all other 
Knights of Labor went out. 
At Pilot Knob 
the refusal of the Iron Mountain to receive 
freight caused the Ore & Steel works to shut 
down, throwing 400 men out of employment, 
which was quickly followed by 300 men be­ 
ing locked out of the Graniteville quarries. 
At Emporia the railroad company laid off 
all 
its men aud at Vinita and Little Rock all the 
yardmen went out. 
Near the latter place fif­ 
teen men boarded a southbound freight train 
on the Iron Mountain radioed, disabled the 
'jcgine and side tracked the train. 


Not a W heel Turning. 
B pecial T eleg ram to T he S tar. 
S t. L o u is , March !).—•'The last freight train to 
cross the big bridge was one com posed of nine 
jars of live stock, which went over to East S t. 
L ouis at 8:15 o'clock last night. 
This morn­ 
ing not a freight crew in the liri lge com pany’s 
em ploy was on duty, and the only freight ears 
being handled were those com ing from the 
inland yards of the various roads to the

Morris Auere- 
pal, superintendent of the bridge, was seen by 
the reporter in the signal tower this morning. 
He g ives it as his opinion that to-nig ht the 
yardmen of all the roads in East St. Louis will 
all go out. 
"Why do you think so? ” asked the reporter. 
“ B ecause I have seen several com m ittees 
working and talking very assiduously in the 
different yards.” 
The reporter repaired to the yards « and found 
that Mr. Wuerpal’s idea is 
nearly correct. 
When the reporter approached the switchm en 
and yardmen a silence at once cam e over 
them. 
In the yards of the Wabash a switchman 
standing at the rod said he had been advised 
not to talk, and that if the men went out it 
would be time enoug h for the newspapers to 
g et tlie new s. He admitted, however, that ho 
had been seen by a com m ittee of knig hts and 
had been asked to join. There an* a good 
many me a in the Wabash yards who do not be­ 
long to the order, but w ill be initiated either 
this afteraoon or to-morrow. Those who have 
sig nified their w illing ness to go out if re­ 
quested will 
be taken to-nig ht after they

The Knights 
of Labor will not nominate a straight ticket, 
but will select candidates to support at the 
polls, men from the old parties; at least that 
is the understanding at present.

T he Jlri'lgeinen Join In. 
Ipecial Telegram to Tie Star. 
St. Lou is, Mo., March 9 .—Xotwithsiand- 


ing their assurance to Superintendent Dick­ 
inson, of the Union depot and tunnel, at 8 
o clock last night all the men emploj'ed in the 
Bridge & Tunnel company stopped work and 
to-day the bridge business will be almost 
entirely suspended. 
There are about 125 of 
these men in the St. Louis yards and about 
140 in East St. Louis W’ho are strongly in 
sympathy with them and will, it is thought, 
strike to-day. They are all switch and brake- 
men, aud are striking for higher wages at the 
same time that they join the supporters of the 
Knights of Labor. 


N o t T h e ir F ig h t. 
St. L o u is, March 9 .—Considerable specu­ 
lation having been indulged in and a good 
deal of apprehension felt as to what the 
locomotive engineers would do or what rela­ 
tion they were likely to hold to the strike, Mr. 
P. M. Arthur, chief engineer of the Brother­ 
hood of Engineers, was interviewed on the 
subject at Cleveland last night. 
He said 
briefly that the Brotherhood of Engineers had 
nothing whatever to do with the Knights of 
Labor; that no action had been taken by them 
in relation to the strike and that, so far as he 
knows, none will be taken. 


T h e R a ilro a d P o s itio n. 
VICE PR E SID EN T 1IOXIE STATES TH E SIT U ­ 
ATION— O P PO S IN G TH E STRIK E. 
St. L ou is, Mo., March 8.—Mr. H. M. 
Iioxie, first vice president of the Missouri 
Pacific railway company, has issued the fol­ 
lowing statement regarding the strike now ex­ 
isting on that company's road: 
To the em ployes of the Missouri Pacific rail­ 
way company, leased and operated lines: That 
all may understand the present condition of 
affairs whereby som e 10,000 men have been 
thrown out of em ployment, the operation of 
about 5 ,000 m iles of railway stopped and 
the traffic of four states, affecting over 4.009 ,- 
000 people, partially paralyzed.I desire you to 
read and carefully consider the following facts 
for which abundant evidence can be produced 
and which cannot be controverted: On March 
25. 1885. the strike then pending over this en ­ 
tire system was settled by the voluntary m e­ 
diation of the executives of Kansas and Mis­ 
souri, and a circular issued which was suffic­ 
iently satisfactory to cause an entire resum p­ 
tion of work. 
During the sixty days subse­ 
quent to the above date com m ittees repre­ 
senting the em ployes at different points and 
also the variousdabor org anizations to which 
they belong ed, were m et and all g rievances 
candidly discussed. Satisfactory a g r e e m e n ts 
were then entered into, so that on May 19 . 
1885. it seem ed that perfect harmony existed 
between thr>m. Any infractions of the spirit 
or letter of the understanding s or ag reem ents 
made between the company and its em ployes 
were speedily ratified as soon as brought to 
the attention of the proper authorities. 
This apparent harmony and good under­ 
standing continued until Septem berfollowing . 
when this company was 
notified by the 
Knights of Labor that it must not perform any 
work or interchang e any business with the 
Wabash railway, with Avhich that org aniza­ 
tion had difficulties pending. The executive 
com m ittee of the Knights of Labor stated at 
that tim e that no cause of g rievance of any 
nature existed ag ainst the Missouri. Pacific 
railway and its associated com panies, but that, 
to force the W abash, which w^is in the hands 
of the United States court, it becam e n eces­ 
sary to involve the Missouri Pacific railway 
on account of the supposed identity of the 
stockholders of both, in order that there 
might be no possible cause for disturbing the 
g ood feeling then existing between this com ­ 
pany and its em ployes, the order above re­ 
ferred to was acquiesced in until the Wabash 
difficulties were adjusted. 
On Dec. 1G. 1881, the United States court 
took possession of the Texas & Pacific rail­ 
way in Louisiana and Texas for the benefit of 
its creditors, and from that date the sever­ 
ance of that railway from this system has 
been as com plete as if no amicable relations 
had ever existed between it and these com ­ 
panies. 
The em ployes working upon the 
Texas & Pacific railway became the em ployes 
of the ag ents of the United States court and 
the Missouri Pacific m anag ement ceased to 
have any control over them. 
Messrs. Brown 
and Sheldon, the receivers, took possession of 
the Texas & Pacific railway, appointed their 
own ag ents and made such arrangem ents with 
their em ployes as they deem ed proper and fit. 
as to which the management of the Missouri 
Pacific railway exercised no voice or control 
whatever. 
It is learned that on March 2 the em ployes 
of the T exes & Pacific railroad inaugurated a 
strike, g iving as a reason that one 0. A. Hall 
of the car department of that road in Mar­ 
shall. Tex., w as discharg ed without due cause. 
On Thursday, the 4th inst., the Knights of 
Labor ordered the boycott of the Texas and 
Pacific cars and traffic over these roads and 
such arrang em ents wrero thereupon made 
as not to permit that order to disturb the ap­ 
parently pleasant relations with our em ­ 
ployes. 
At 10 a. m. on Saturday, the Gth inst., w ith­ 
out previous notice, all of the shopm en, most 
of the yardmen and many of the trackmen 
stopped their work and voluntarily refused to 
continue as em ployes of this company, merely 
stating to their several foremen that they had 
received orders requiring this from the e x­ 
ecutive officers of the Knights of Labor and 
alleg ing as their only reason the discharg e of 
an em ploye by the receivers of the Texas and 
Pacific railway, an alien road in the hands of 
the United States courts. 
Since the com m encem ent of this strike at 
many points the local com m ittee of 
the 
Knights of Labor have notified our foremen 
and superintendents that they would appoint 
and place their own watchm en over our prop­ 
erty to protect it from loss and daiuago and to 
take care of the sam e, but. as these self- 
appointed watchmen assum e the authority as 
to who shall or shall not enter upon the 
grounds and property of the com pany except 
through their own order, it is virtually dis­ 
possessing the company of its property and 
assum ing control and possession of the same, 
in violation of all rig hts of property and con­ 
trary to the very basis of all g overnm ents. 
This company has for years had satisfactory 
understanding s and ag reem ents with certain 
labor org anizations which have in every in­ 
stance complied with theirprom ises and it has 
always been the object of the m anag em ent to 
com ply fully with both spirit and letter of all 
such understanding s and ag reem ents. 
I would call your attention to the following 
conclusions from the above history of this 
past year: This company has made no objec­ 
tions to the existence of org anizations and 
com binations of em ployes which the latter 
consider for their mutual benefit. It has re­ 
cog nized and met the com m ittees of such or­ 
g anizations aud made ag reem ents with the 
sam e without any distinctions and carried 
them out as exactly « as possible, promptly ad­ 
justing all com plaints and differences which 
have from time to time arisen. Whon loyal 
em nloyes permit them selves to be g overned 
and controlled by discontented co-laborers 
they necessarily suffer writh them the con se­ 
quences of ill-advised acts; therefore the ne­ 
cessity of their individual efforts to restore 
the proper relations between t he company and 
its em ployes. It must be well known and re­ 
cog nized that the capacity of a corporation to 
m eet 
its 
pay 
rolls 
and 
vouchers 
de­ 
pends upon its capacity to earn money, 
and 
wdien 
its 
earning 
powers 
cease, 
its 
ability 
to 
pay 
the 
em plovcs 
and 
its other creditors cease at the same time, as 
its daily and monthly payments are made 
from its daily and 
monthly receipts. The 
company is leg ally required to do all in its 
power to perform its oblig ations to the public 
and to the g overnm ent and its management 
will take every proper measure to comply with 
these requirements, and 1 earnestly hope that 
every independent, free-thinking , co-laborer 
w’lio has beon or is an em ploye of these com ­ 
panies, will consider these facts and inform 
him self on all sides of the subject, remember­ 
ing that there has never before been an act so 
arbitrary, useless and uncalled for as that of 
last Saturday, whereby a few men, to whom 
you have voluntarily g iven the power, are de­ 
priving many thousands of your co-laborers 
of the accustom ed wag es, divesting this com ­ 
pany of the capacity to pay its em ployes for 
their services, shutting up the avenues of 
traffic in four different states and preventing 
som e 4.000,000 of people from obtaining their 
customary supplies and the necessaries of life 
b e c a u s e it is claimed that one em ploye of the 
Texas & Pacific railway at Marshall, Tex., a 
road over which this company has no control, 
has been discharged by the ag ents of the 
United States courts.

P o w de rly 's O p inio n. 
SOM E VERY SEN SIB LE SU G G ESTIO N S CON­ 
CERNING TH E R IG H T O F EM PLO Y ES TO 
STRIK E. 
P h i l a e l p H IA , March 
8. —Grand Master 
Workman Powderlv. the head of the Knights 
of Labor organization, who is iu the city at­ 
tending a melting of the general executive 
board, said to-night to a representative of the 
Associated Press that he had received no 
summons to St. Louis to settle the difficulties 
between the strikers and the Gould system of 
roads, and that there is no significance in the 
fact that so many strikes are now in progress 
in the United States by assemblies of the 
Knights of Labor. 
It is a coincidence merely, and there is no 
concerted action contem plated by the order 
as has been sug g ested, the strike being in ci­ 
dental and I think chiefly ow ing to the fact 
that this Is just the beg inning of the spring 
trade and the opening of a period of prosper- j 
ity in business. 
Mr. Powderlv, on being asked whether he 
did not think that the increase in the number 1 


of strikes just now was owing to the knowl­ 
edge of an increased power by the organiza­ 
tion of labor, said: 
I doubt it. I—and I think that I can speak 
for the general executive board—do not think 
that it is w ise to inaugurate so m any strikes 
unless it can be shown there is an extrem e 
necessity for them. If many of the men who 
are striking would display a little more com ­ 
mon sense and use a litt le more patience they 
would g et all they are striking for and save 
their time and m oney in the bargain. If they 
would exercise proper moderation in their 
neg otiations with their em ployers, and sub­ 
mit their claim s firmly made and properly 
represented to arbitration, la m free to say 
that I am sure that nine out of ten cases 
which end in a strike could be satisfactorily 
arranged without resorting to such an e x­ 
treme and g enerally doubtful expedient. In­ 
deed, in the nine cases there would be no n e­ 
cessity for a strike. There is a feeling now 
that labor m ust be recog nized by the em ploy­ 
er, that the em ployer must listen to the em ­ 
ployes, and the time has com e when the shop­ 
man, thB mill owner, the manufacturer in 
every department of trade is ready to listen 
to the demands of his men and to yield to 
them when those demands are reasonable. 
Organization, discipline and the realization 
of right and the m ig ht in the case, has brought 
about the chang e, and these advances on the 
part of fhe em ployers should not be repulsed 
by hasty and inconsiderate action on the part 
of the workingman. 
Arbitration, then, and not strikes, is the 
theory of the order? 
Yes; arbitration always when it is possible: 
strike only as a last resort: but when that 
point is reached strike hard, strike in earnest, 
andnever surrender except to just eonees- 
sions. Why, this board (pointing to the m em ­ 
bers who we re listening ) has, since J an. 1. 
settled by arbitration 350 cases which would 
otherwise have resulted in strikes without the 
g aining of a sintrle point by the strikers. 
The Knights of Labor and other-labor org ani­ 
zations in sym pathy with its plans constitute 
at the present time the m ost powerful org an­ 
ization of workingmen ever known in the his­ 
tory of the world. Its streng th is increasing 
every day, and its influence is felt every day 
in every branch of trade in this country. It 
is dangerous to abuse this power. It can al­ 
w ays insist upon just dem ands carefully con­ 
sidered and thoroug hly dig ested. It cannot 
afford to fritter itself away upon every little 
pretense of wrong, arrogantly formulated and 
pig headedly insisted upon. The growth of 
the power of labor should be an occasion for 
deliberation and moderation. 
The 
work­ 
ingmen should 
be careful to 
see to it 
that they 
do 
not sap 
and 
undermine 
their 
streng th 
by 
extrem e 
d e­ 
mands 
and 
unreasonable 
assum ption 
of importance of power. It is, as some one 
has said before me. a good thin*r to have the 
power of a giant, but it is an evil thing to use 
it like a giant. It was the disposition on the 
part of the em ployer to refuse to treat with his 
workmen that made the labor org anization a 
necessity to them. Now that we have the pow ­ 
er which com es from org anization wre must 
use that power w isely and moderately, and be 
careful that we do not chang e position with 
the em ployer and refuse to treat with him ex­ 
cept at the point of the pistol—or the strike, 
which is about the same thing. A strike should 
be the last resort when everything else has 
failed and not an every day expedient, which 
used as such loses its power as it increases in 
frequency. In the old assem blies which are 
familiar with our plans and p u r p o s e s , strikes 
wTere infrequent. It is the new, and as yet not 
fully informed 
org anizations, which unon 
som etim es insufficient and frequently trivial 
causes make this final and desperate appeal. 
As our org anizations grow there will be less 
necessity for them. Our power wili bo in time 
greater than men now think. Tt will last so 
long as we use it w isely, and it will be so used, 
as a, power no less important than the con sti­ 
tution itself. 
Is the strike the last resort of the Knights 
of Labor? 
I see what you are driving at. 
A strike is a 
bad thing: but aboycott is worse in its results. 
A strike stops production merely: a boycott 
kills it. A strike for a week is only the loss of 
a w eek’s business, trade and wag es: a bovcott 
for a week can be the utter ruin of the busi­ 
ness itself. We have never failed in a boycott 
which has been ordered by the g eneral com ­ 
mittee. Its effectiveness Is undoubted, but it 
is an extrem e power which we use w ith cau­ 
tion, 
Is there not danger that vour organization 
mav becom e eng ag ed in political m ovem ents 
and thus lose its; nower? 
I have no fear of that. The matters involved 
in the existence and work of the Knights of 
Labor are nearer to its members than matters 
of partisan polities. Wo have here, as you 
see on this com m ittee, members of the two 
old parties, a ftreenbaeker and (with a smile) 
other cranks like myself. 
We are not politi­ 
cians. We have a m ethod of dealing with 
those who. as som e have, entered our ranks 
to serve political ends, we turn them out. We 
have had no part in politics. It is bread and 
butter, the rig hts of the em ployed, the m ate­ 
rial 
thing s 
of 
everyday 
life 
that 
constitute the elem ents which do now and 
always will hold us tog ether, and 
t h e s e are 
strong er than partisan political ties. That is 
why I do not fear the intrusion of politics. 
When people talk as som etim es they do. about 
using the Knights of Labor as a political en­ 
g ine. they utter the mo=t arrant nonsense. 
It 
is not worth while to discuss the matter with 
such a man. He is either a liar or an em pty- 
headed fool. 
In conclusion Mr. Powderlv said that the 
Knights of Labor as an organization had 
nothing to do with the strike in the bitumin­ 
ous coal region, a s the miners were under a 
separate organization, but he was satisfied the 
day was verv near when all the labor organi­ 
zations of the country would be united under 
one general supervision and control. 
He will 
remain in Philadelphia with the general com­ 
mittee several days, unless called away, as he 
thinks possible, to the west, to arrange the 
difficulties there.

STRIKES AND RUMORS OF STRIKES— HANNI­ 
BAL AND COUNCIL B LU FFS MEN SAID TO 
BE D ISSA TISFIED .

Council Bluffs railroad will go out on a strike 
soon. 
Their grievance is said to bo that 
these roads recently discharged a number o f 
Knights of Labor and filled their places with 
non-union men at lower wages.

Plumb, manufacturers of edge tools at Frank­ 
fort, have closed down. 
The firm demanded 
that all employes renounce their connection 
with the Knights of Labor or kindred organi­ 
zations, aud on their refusal the lockout was 
nstituted.

L o u is vil l e, March 9 .—The free miners 
have agreed not to molest the convicts at the 
Greenwood mines for two weeks to give the 
legislature an opportunity to take action. 
Nearly all the military companies have been 
withdrawn 
D e t r o i t , March 9 .—The Free Press has 
agreed to allow union men an equal footing 
in its composing room with non-union men, 
without any change in wages. 
E vans vil l e 
, Ind., March 9 .—The Cooke 
Brewing company has voluntarily reduced 
hours of labor from fifteen to ten hours with 
no change of wages and extra pay for over­ 
time.

, la., March 9 .—By mutual 
agreement between the Knights of Labor and

decided to raise the pay of laborers on all 
divisions from $1.35 to $1 .5 0 a day, begin­ 
ning April 1. 
I ndianap o l i s 
, Ind., March 9 .—The em­ 
ployes at Helwig’s chair factory told the super­ 
intendent that on and after May 1 they would 
expect eight hours to be a day’s work. 
This 
morning, on coming to the factory, they were 
told that twelve hours would hereafter be the 
day’s work, instead of ten, the old measure. 
When the ten hours expired they struck on 
being told that they were expected to work 
two hours more.

W as h ing t o n , March 9 .—At a meeting of 
the Missouri delegation yesterday Congress­ 
man Burnes w'as selected as the Missouri 
member of the congressional campaign com­ 
mittee. 
The delegation gathered together 
back of the seats on the iloor of the house, 
Bland presiding and Hale, Dockery, Heard, 
Hutton, Sutton, Dawson and Burnes being 
present. 
It had been generally expected that 
Dockery would be chosen to continue in the 
place as he filled it very acceptably in the last 
congress. 
So it was u<iain tendered him yes­ 
terday, but ho at once declined, suggesting 
he name of Burnes who was then duly elect­ 
ed. 
All the members say tho choice of 
Burnes had no relation to the senatorial con­ 
test and Docker}’, speaking of the matter 
yesterday evening says he suggested Burnes 
entirely without any promeditation or prear­ 
rangement. 
There is considerable expense 
attached to the position as the member of the 
committee is generally called on to make two 
or three trips to Washington and foot his own 
bills, besides making personal contributions 
to the campaign funds. 
So there was no 
contest for the place; nobody wanted it in 
fact, 
and 
when 
Dockery 
declined 
to take it the suggestion to put Burnes on the 
committee wTas accepted from the general 
recognition of the fact that no one in the 
delegation is better able to stand the expense. 
Congressman Clardy introduced a bill to­ 
day to regulate the transportation of live 
stock to prevent unjust discriminations an3 
protect the health of the people of tho United 
States. 
It is a long and elaborate bill, con­ 
taining a number of important provisions, 
one of them compelling railroad companies 
to have cars supplied with appliances for the 
safety aud comfort of stock, no matter by 
whom offered, without any discrimination in 
rates or difference in the facilities for trans­ 
portation accorded its cars. 
There is also a 
provision against rebates and other discrimi­ 
nation in favor of favored shippers. 
Another 
bill introduced by Clardy provides for the 
payment of $1 7 4,41 5 .7 7 to Charles P. 
Chouteau, as the survivor of Chouteau, Har­ 
rison and Valle, ass.ignes of Chavles W. 
Mecord, being the sum found by the court of 
claims to be due on account of the labor and 
materials furnished Mecord in the construc­ 
tion of the iron clad monitor Etlah. 
Mr. Burnes introduced a bill granting the 
Kansas City it Arkansas Railroad company 
the right of way around the western end of 
the Boston mountains in the Indian territory. 
Mr. O’Neil introduced a bill to pay the fun­ 
eral expenses of Wm. Robinds, a soldier 
of the war 1812, who diodrecently on North 
Market street, in St. Louis. 
Attorney-Genaral 
Boone, 
of Missouri, 
speaking last evening of the fact that the 
supreme court granted a writ of error on 
Saturday in the J ack Hays murder case, said 
he would make a motion to have the case ad­ 
vanced on the docket for immediate liearincr. 
He will not be able to do anything until the 
record of the Missouri supreme court is for 
warded to Washington, but intends to give 
the matter his attention as soon as he gets 
homo and hopes to have the case put forward 
so as to come up sometime in the term. 
In the matter of the Hannibal A; St. J oe 
railroad case ho w as informed to-day by the 
clerk of the supreme court that the chances 
are it will not be heard this term.

The nomination yesterday of Frank A. 
Dessert to be postmaster at Macon, Mo., ends 
a very active contest. 
The prominent candi­ 
dates besides Dessert were J oseph H, Van 
Clere and P. M. Wright. 
Each one of the 
three had strong backing and after a careful 
examination of their testimonials Congress­ 
man Hatch found there was no chance to 
choose between them on this ground. 
In 
most cases the prominent people interested 
in the Macon office had endorsed the applica­ 
tion of each of the three candidates or at 
least two of them, so Mr. Hatch endeavored 
to settle the matter by advising them to leave 
the choice to a local committee to be selected 
under the supervision of the chairman of the 
Democratic county committee. They declined 
to do this and he then recommended Dessert , 
who is an exceptionally active, energetic and 
vigorous Democrat, and a respected business 
man of Macon. 
While the St. Louis merchants are deeply 
interested in the pending bills conferring 
civil jurisdiction in the Indian territory on 
United States courts of Arkansas and Texas 
it seems to have escaped their attention that 
further legislation is required to put their 
trade in that territory on a secure footing. 
They will doubtless be surprised to learn that 
all Indians are as incapable in tho matter of 
making contracts as minors are under the 
common law. 
In volume 9 of the statutes at 
large will be found an act which declares in 
explicit words as follows: “ And all executory 
contracts made and entered into by any In­ 
dian for the payment of money or goods 
shall be deemed and held to be null and void, 
and of no binding effect.” This cannot be 
found in tho revised statutes, but it has never 
been repealed and will bo found on page ‘20.17, 
volume 9 of the statutes at large in section ,‘i 
of an amendatory act in relation to trade and 
commerce with the Indians. It is a provision 
not generally known to the legal profession, 
but Congressman Rogers, of Arkansas, being 
aware of its existence, has introduced a bill 
providing for its repeal, which has been re­ 
ferred to the judiciary committee. 
Major Wm. 11. Livermore, of the corps of 
engineers, is relieved from duty as engineer 
officer of the department of 
Texas and 
ordered to Kansas City, Mo., to relieve Major 
Chas. R. Suterof charge of tho improvement 
of the Missouri river from its mouth to Sioux 
City. 
E. D. T. Vance, of Clinton, Mo., has been 
appointed postal routo agent on the line be­ 
tween Kansas City and Memphis. 
Vance has 
been in Washington for several months and 
will leave for St. Louis in tho morning. 
He 
was offered a position some weeks since under 
the doorkeeper of the house, but the salary 
was unsatisfactory and ho declined the offer. 


T h e lio y c o tte d P a no r a m a . 
W as h ing t o n , March 9 .—No end of fuss 
and feather has been raised over our latest 
innovation of the panorama of the battle of 
Manassas or Second Bull Run, which has at 
last been completed aud throw n open to the 
public. 
It is a wonderful work of art. 
The 
effect of the first view' of such a work upon 
one who has never seen anything of the kind 
is simply indescribable. 
Ou entering the cir­ 
cular brick building 
which contains this 
mimic battlefield the visitor goes down a few 
steps, then through a long basement corridor, 
then up a circular staircase, till he finds him­ 
self in the centre of a circular platform about 
forty feet across. 
And what a scene bursts 
upon his view! 
He finds himself standing 
on ’‘Douglas Heights" on the field of Bull 
Run. 
The lurid sky and atmosphere show 
that it is a sultry day in summer. 
Away on 
all sides stretches the landscape of fields and 
woods, with here and there a small village. | 
But it is not the landscape that attracts at- | 
tention. It is the strife of contending armies 
that we see. 
It is the charging column of 
Sykes'sregulars, the batteries of artillery rush­ 
ing across the plain and wheeling into posi­ 
tion, the cannon belching forth their firo and 
j 
metal, and the long lines of men marching 
across the field iu all direction. 
Close at our 
feet we see w hat we know' is not a work of 
art. 
It is real ground, with shrubs, trees, and 
grass, with the earth torn and ploughed up as ! 


l though by shells and horses’ hoofs, with coats, 
I caps and canteens aud muskets scattered all 
| about, with a badly demolished army wagon 
| lying near by, and, most real and suggestive 
; of all, the dead bodies of men who have been 
I shot down. 
We can hardly believe that these 
dead and dying men are merely wax figures. 
And so perfectly has the artist accomplished 
his purpose to deceive the beholder that look­ 
ing from the platform the spectator cannot 
tell when the real ground and other objects 
end and the painting begins. In some cases 
half tho figure of a man is wax and the other 
half painting, and so with other objects. 
Effort has been made to discredit the paint­ 
ing by the assertion that it represents the 
confederates as getting the better of the 
Union forces. 
Protests have been received 
from Grand Army posts ali over the country 
I against putting on exhibition a panorama 
j wrhich should give tho impression of a Union 
; defeat. It has been decided, however, that no 
objection can be raised against the picture on 
1 this score. 
It gives merely a battle scene, 
without indicating either victory or defeat. 
There is an incident in connection with tho 
painting of tho picture which the attendants 
do not usually relate to visitors. 
On the 
south side of Douglas Heights, apparently 
not four rods from the spectator, is a little 
brook. 
On opposite sides of this brook and 
not twenty feet apart a dozen 
Yankees 
and 
as 
many J ohnnies are having a 
little 
fun 
all 
by 
themselves 
in the 
shape of a deadly and almost hand to hand 
cdnfiict. Among the foremost skirmishers, 
facing each other, across tho brook, aud al- 
mpst within arms length are an officer in 
blue and an officer in gray, with pistols leveled 
at|each other and both just in the act of tiring. 
And now' comes the incident that is not usu­ 
ally related. 
It was the intention of tho ar­ 
tist to have these two officers on an exactly 
equal footing as far as the picture is concern­ 
ed, aud to put in nothing to show which one 
sent his leaden messenger first. 
But Mrs. 
Cannon, wife of the representative from Illi­ 
nois, happened fh one day to look at the 
painting before it was finished. 
Now, Mrs. 
Cannon is a loyal and patriotic lady, all her 
sympathies went out toward the Union officer. 
She couldn’t bear to think of his being shot 
down there in cold blood by that wicked confed 
erateShe insisted therefore that inasmuch as a 
good many people eomplainedfthat the picture, 
as a w hole, cast discredit on the troops, in 
this particular duel tho Yankee officer ought 
to come out ahead. And so with a few touches 
of his brush the artist put in a puff of smoke 
at the muzzle of the Yankee pistol to show 
that blue-coat got “ the drop” on his adversary. 
And Mrs. Cannon was satisfied. 
Old soldiers say that this skirmish scene is 
whollj' imaginary, and that such a conflict 
did not occur half a dozen times during the 
whole war. 
But something of the kind had 
to be put into the picture to satisfy the public 
craving for a sonsation.

crease of nearly 9 0 0 ,0 0 0 bushels, was som e­ 
thing of a surprise, as it it had been generally 
felt that the decrease would bo less than that. 
Some m onkeying with stocks at Minneapolis 
is suspected, which g ives the otherwise bull­ 
ish effect ef the decrease no influence upon 
the trade. Forward deliveries of wheat are 
now being made at Liverpool by som e of our 
exporters—a thing wrhich has not occurred 
for a long time back. Export eng ag em ents, 
howover. for shipm ent are light and clearan­ 
ces are not yet up to expectations.

BELMONT, THE BANKER 


T H E W A Y H I S S O N G O T B A N Q U E T T E D - 


A Good W ord for George J. Gould— He Rides 
Free on the E levated K oad—A 'Workman 
Dem and» Gould’s Pass—» Jay Gould Ile- 
ven ge— O ther 
Interesting 
Notes.

N ew ' Y or k , March 7 .—The high-toned 
circle of Gothamites has Bome rather curious 
ingredients, and of the whole lot perhaps the 
“ curiousest” is old August Belmont, the 
banker. 
There never was a stranger or a 
more arrogantly exclusive human being in 
all New York than this same August Belmont. 
It is not long since I saw him one morning 
driving down to his office in the brougham 
which he usually employs for the purpose of 
getting up and down town. 
A pair of spirit­ 
ed horses dragged the vehicle, and a pair of 
unspirited lackies clothed in livery and ser­ 
vility occupied the box. 
Inside, lolling back 
on the cushion with an expression of super­ 
natural objection to all mankind was the great 
millionaire banker. His hat wras pulled down 
firmly upon his ears, his eyes were blood­ 
shot and heavy and his face, tho jaws of 
which were hidden by his stublv gray side- 
whiskers, w’as yellow writh the hue of deep and 
long abiding biliousness. 
Tho heavy brows 
were gathered in a profound frown and the 
corners of the bad, storn mouth were drawn 
down with a sinister expression. As he sat 
there hugging his overcoat tightly about him 
he looked a striking picture of the sort of rich 
man socialists would like to get hold of w'hen 
they are on the war-path with dynamite bombs 
and brickbats. 
Indeed the Belmonts are not 
a particularly ‘'popular crowd even in their 
own circle. 
They are inclined to be haughty 
and unpleasant and they go in for ostentation 
and show a degree that is not palatable even 
in New York where there is much of the non­ 
sense of shoddy. Perry Belmont who is at 
present in congress is a son of August Bel- 
mon, and a blooded young man whose dis­ 
tinguishing characteristics are a bad temper 
and a cold in the head. 
With both of these 
he is deeply and sorely afflicted from one 
year’s end to the other. 
YOUNG BELMONT 
represents a Long Island district and how he 
got it is one of the things no fellow can find 
out. 
When he first went to Washington he 
made a bitter but highly idiotic attack on 
Blaine and when he came back with a grand 
flourish of unripe triumph a big banquet was 
given him down at Babylon or some one of 
the surrounding places. 
Covers were laid 
for a great number of people but only a very 
small percentage of them put in an appear­ 
ance and sometime afterward the cateror who 
had gotten up the feast put in his little bill. 
It was not paid and Belmont was sued for the 
amount, whereupon it came out that he had 
been giving tho banquet to himself in token 
no doubt of tho great admiration of the giver 
for the receiver. 
Young Belmont trots up 
and down Broadway a good deal when he is in 
New York and he smiles benignly when he is 
pointed out to passing straugers—an occur­ 
rence by the way which is not particularly 
frequent. A couple of years ago young Bel­ 
m o nt’» papa brought a libel suit against J ohn 
Devoy 
ONE OF THE IR ISH LEADERS 
for having published in his paper a story that 
had for years been current gossip in New 
York, 
'fhe story was that August Belmont 
wr,s really a son of one of the big bankers of 
the Itotbschild family, who had been sent to 
America at an early age by reason of conduct 
which made it unpleasant to bis father to 
have him around. 
'The statement, which had 
been a staple topic of gossip in New York 
for a great while, was strengthened by the 
fact that Belmont had always been the repre­ 
sentative of the house of Kothschild in Now 
York, the position “having been entrusted to 
him when he was still a semarkubly young 
man to hold such a trust. Belmont got Devoy 
convicted to three months’ imprisonment, I 
believe, aud that was regarded as having 
settled the bankers’ paternity. 
The old gen­ 
tleman walks with a limp which some people 
say is due to his having been shot in a duel 
when he was a youngster, while other people 
declare that it is the result of hip disease. 
But he is worth a barrel of money, and in 
New York money is a salve for many ills. 
How often there seems to go with riches of 
vast extent a tendency to be boorish, ill-bred 
and generally offensive. 
One constantly 
meets men who in their early days, before 
they had accumulated boodle, were good fel­ 
lows filled with pleasant personal traits aud 
full of sincere and earnest qualities. But as 
soon as they manage to get together a few 
dollars they either grow high-priced, unpleas­ 
ant and forgetful of their early friendships or 
else go slashing around like Coal Oil Tommy 
until they have scattered their riches to the 
wind. 
It is a funny thing that among the 
people of great wealth one finds the pleasant­ 
est of the lot where he expects to meet with 
a condition the direct reverse. 
One reads in 
the papers constant abuse of J ay Gould aud 
all the people surrounding him and it would 
hardly be supposed that the members of the 
family of a man black enough to be painted 
in the colors in which Gould is usually pic­ 
tured could possibly contain any of the pleas­ 
anter elements of life. But of all the mill­ 
ionaires' sons I met in my knockings about 
the great metropolis, about the least preten­ 
tious, the most amiable and unaffected, and 
at the same time the most businesslike of the 
lot is 
YOUNG GEORGE GOULD. 
He is a swarthy young man with very black 
eyes and hair, and a little mustache of ebon 
hue grows upon his upper lip. 
He is a 
handsome fellow, too, and he has developed 
such a degree of business capacity that his 
father does not hesitate when ho wants to go 
away to entrust the vast interests under his 
control in the hands of his sou. 
I should 
take young George Gould to be about 24 
years of age aud in addition to superintend­ 
ing the business of his celebrated parent in 
that gentleman’s absence he conducts his own 
estato which is valued somewhere in the 
neighborhood of $10,000,000. 
He works 
like a beaver iu his offices down town and is 
satisfied to carry on his private life in a quiet 
and unostentatious way. 
Like his father he 
rather admiros a man who pays strict atten­ 
tion to duty no matter what walk of life he 
mav,t>ceupy. 
In this connection they are 
telling a rather amusing story about young 
Gould just now. 
When he rides on the ele­ 
vated railway he does not pay of course. 
None of the big people connected with that 
enormous corporation put up their money 
for the privilege of riding backward aud for­ 
ward on its cars. At the stations where young 
Mr. Gould ;s known he passes in and out as 
occasion may warrant. 
Most of the gatemen 
know him aud touch their hats as he goes by. 
The other day in an absent-minded way he 
started to pass through the entrance to one of 
of the up town stations whero ho gets upon 
the train regularly every morning to ride 
down to his office. A new man had just been 
put in charge of the barrier at this station 
and he didn’t know Mr. Gould. 
“ Ticket, sir,” said the official. 
Mr. Gould looked at the man for an in­ 
stant in some astonishment and quietly said, 
“ I am George Gould. ” 
“ I don’t care a d----- m who you are,” ob­ 
served the gateman with a total absence of 
reverential consideration. "You either show 
up your pass or pay your faro. 
That is what 
the company put me here to look out for and 
I’m not going to get left.” 
Young Mr. Gould produced his pass and 
went through smiling. 
A couple of days la­ 
ter the gateman was transferred to another po­ 
sition of considerable greater trust and twice 
as much salary.

A few’ years ago an old conductor 
of tho Erie railway who had been very much 
liked by J im Fisk came to J ay Gould and 
told him how long and faithfully he had work­ 
ed for the road and how he managed to save 
up only a few thousaud dollars. 
He felt the 
advance of years and wanted to retire into 
the country and run a farm. 
Gould asked 


him how much money he wanted to make for 
that purpose. 
The old conductor said he 
thought that if he could got together a capital 
of $20,000 he would be able to make a good 
living out of it for the rest of his period of 
existence. 
“ Leave your money here,” said Gould,“ and 
I will advise you of the result.”

W heat I>ull and Steady at Prices a Few 
Notches H igh er—Corn Inactive and Firm — 
P ro v isio u H Q u ie t. 
Norton & W orthington furnish the following 
from their private wires: 
Wheat, which closed yesterday in Chicago 
at 84?4(« ;H4?s cents for May, opened to-day at 
85 cents and closed at 1 o’clock at mg1« cents, 
after a morning session remarkable chiefly 
for its dullness. The total range of prices has 
been only half a cent, the call price serving as 
a barrier ot sufficient strength to check an ad­ 
vance, while the bears did not feel secure 
enough in their position to risk a raid. Weath­ 
er reports from the winter wheat belt show 
that a hard freeze last night was alm ost g en­ 
erally prevalent and this succeeding the soft, 
mild atmosphere of yesterday has raised some 
apprehension 
as 
to 
its 
effect 
upon 
the 
growing 
plant. 
In 
our 
judg­ 
ment 
one 
night’s 
freeze 
can 
hardly 
injuriously change the condition of wheat, 
even though the ground preeedingly was soft, 
but two or three repetitions of such alternate 
conditions would undoubtedly arouse fears 
as to tho crop which would affect the mar­ 
ket. Indeed, a principal elem ent of strength 
in to-day’s market is tho fear of possible crop 
damage last night. W ithout this, and with a 
stagnant export inquiry, we should probabiy 
have seen lower prices to-day. 
Cables 
were very Arm for spot wheat, 
though futures were quoted a shade easier: 
corn was strong and inclined to higher values. 
The inspection showed 11 cars or winter and 
7.1 cars of spring wheat. 414 of corn, 72 of 
oats, 22 of rye and tn> of barley. 
Estim ated receipts for to-morrow, 40 cars of 
W 'heat, 250 of corn and 100 of oats. 
Official receipts of hogs, 15,9 t>5; shipments, 
0,9 45: left over. 
Estimated receipts for to-morrow 15,000 to 
18,000. 
Hogs closed steady at tho 
Union stock 
yards, with owners inclined to ask higher 
prices. 
Most of the seventy-five cars of spring wheat 
noted above as received in Chicago was Min­ 
nesota red, which was badly frosted and graded 
N o. 3. 
The corn market was dull and inactive, but 
very firm. The opening and 1 o'clock close 
wore at lOUc for May, or a fractional advance 
from yesterday’s close. 
Provisions opened a shade higher, mess 
pork being quoted at $10.35 flat for May. The 
latter declining 10 cents, rallied half as much 
and closed rather weak at $10,30. Itibs were 
a shade lower and lard was fractionally 
higher, being the strong est product on the 
list. We are inclined to view purchases of 
lard 
with 
exceeding 
favor, 
and think 
there wili be a conspicuous advance before 
long. 
The New York statement shows a decrease 
in the visibly suopiy of wheat of S72,119 
bushels, as within a few thousand bushels of 
the Chicago statement. 
St. Louis wires us: “ Tho heavy freeze of 
last night following upon spring-like weather 
is undoubtedly bad for wheat, and expres­ 
sions of uneasiness have been received from 
various quarters.” 
Orr, Crittenden & Co. were heavy sellers of 
J une wheat this morning. 
Dunn was buying pork, and some sales were 
made at $10.25, May, by commission men on 
country stop orders. 
A New' York exporter wires us confidentially 
that certain houses, whom he names, are 
buying wheat for continent account. 
We have private cables from Liverpool stat­ 
ing that the wheat market there is very firm 
and an advance in prices probable. 
A million dollars'worth of gold bars was en­ 
gaged in New York this morning for shipment 
to Europe. 
Tho Duluth market is firm and has an up­ 
ward tendency. 
Henry Clews, of Henry Clows & Co., New 
York, sends us the following personal dispatch: 
“ I can assure you that the Liverpool, London 
and Continental markets are improving every 
day. I know of wheat sold to arrive in Liver­ 
pool, and this has not occurred before for 
months. Moreover,

Liverpool stocks 
really show a decrease of 1,400,000 bushels, 
when the last estim ate was 800,000 bushels. 
This is reliable.” 
Shipments of lard from Chicago during the 
past twenty-four hours were 5,000 tierces 
more than receipts. This is the most favora­ 
ble showing in a long time. 
The heavy buyers of w'heat in New’ York this 
morning were Clews, Caruthers and Canfield. 
Clark, Langan and Bingham were sellers. 
Hilkox sold twenty loads of April corn at 
49 cents. 
Several of the St. Louis mils shut down this 
afternoon on account of the railroad trouble 
there. 
Wall street was a strong buyer of May 
wheat ou the New York Produce Exchange 
to-day. 
One provision broker says of the Chicago 
market: “ Local bears would like to work a 
break but aie ofraid to sell much.” 
Clearances of wheat from the seaboard to­ 
day were 39 .000 bushels.

SO U N O SENSE. 
Grand Master Workman 
P o w d e r l y , of 
the Knights of Labor, in his interview pub­ 
lished elsewhere, gives expression to some 
most sensible aud patriotic sentiments re­ 
garding strikes, their necessity and their ex­ 
tent. 
He tells all strikers and those seeking 
to become strikers: 
“ I am free to say that I 
“ am sure that nine out of ten cases which end 
“ in a ¡strike couid be as satisfactorily ar­ 
ranged without resorting to such an extreme 
“ and generally doubtful expedient. 
Indeed, 
"in the nine cases there would be no neces­ 
s ity for a stiike. 
“ I do not think it is wise to inaugurate so 
“ many strikes unless it can be shown there is 
“ an extreme necessity for them. 
If many of 
“ the men who are striking would display a 
“ little more common sense and use a little 
“ more patience, they would get all they are 
“ striking for and save their time and money 
“ in the bargain. 
If they would exercise 
“ proper moderation in their negotiations with 
“ their employers and submit their claims, 
“ firmly made and properly represented to 
“ arbitration, their condition would be greatly 
“ improved.” 
Mr. Powderly appreciates the fact that 
not all employers are tyrants seeking only to 
oppress the workingman, and that “ the time 
“ has come when the shopman, the millowner, 
“ the manufacturer in every department of 
“ trade is ready to listen to the demands of his 
“ men and to yield to them when those de- 
“ mandn are reasonable. 
Organization, dis­ 
cipline aud realization of the right and the 
“ might in the case, has brought about this 
“ change, and these advances on the part of 
“ the employers should not be repulsed by 
“ hasty and inconsiderate action on the part of 
“ the workingmen.” 
He says that strikes should be resorted to 
only as a last resort, and that arbitra­ 
tion should settle all differences between 
employer and employe. 
He points out the 
fact that under the auspices of the Knights 
of Labor many great difficulties have been 
settled by arbitration and that groat good has 
been done to all concerned. 
Speaking of the 
Knights of Labor he says: 
“ Its strength is increasing every day and 
its influence is felt in every branch of trade in 
this country. 
It is dangerous to abuse this 
power. 
It can always insist upon just claims 
being carefully considered and thoughtfully 
digested. 
It cannot afford to fritter itself 
away upon every little pretense of wrong ar­ 
rogantly formulated and pig-headedly insist­ 
ed upon.” 
Asked regarding the exercise of the boycott 
‘ Mr. P o w de r l y replied: 
“ A strike is a bad thing; but a boycott is 
worse in its results. 
A strike stops produc­ 
tion merely; a boycott kills it. 
A strike for a 
week is only the loss of a week's business, 
trade and wages; a boycott for a week can be 
the utter ruin of the business itself. 
We 
have never failed in a boycott which has been 
ordered by the general 
committee. 
Its 
effectiveness is undoubted, but it is an ex­ 
treme power which we use with caution.” 
In this interview Mr. 
P owderly has 
shown himself a clear-headed, far sighted 
man. 
He sees that a strike must have a good 
basis in order to succeed and even the power­ 
ful Knights of Labor cannot triumph in an 
unjust cause. 
The strikers in tho southwest 
should give good heed to the words of their 
leader. 
They are now causing a stoppage of 
the business of a large section and thus far 
have assigned no adequate reason for their 
course. 
If they hope to enlist the aid and 
sympathy of the people whom they are thus 
putting to a vast loss and inconvenience they 
must give the reasons for their action and 
must be sure that those reasons will commend 
themselves to fair minded people.
